Temperature Stays At 54 Degrees 

Fahrenheit Winter and Summer 

In a discussion of the effect of trees 
on temperature, Mr. W. BO Leach, city 
forester of New York, points out that 
if American streets and parks were 
well supplied with vigorous trees the 
summers would be cooler and the 
winters Warmer. Hle gives as) his 
chief reason for this theory the tact 
that a temperature of a tree never 
varies, in summer or in winter, from 
54 degrees lahrenheil “Tf we cross 
one of the avenues on a hot day,” 
states Mr. Leach, “when the tempera 
ture is) 100) degrees’ Fahrenheit, and 
pass under the shade of a tree, we are 
refreshed by the cool air thay ieets 
us What makes the change?

day of July by the Pool to cover 
sales made on the July-option. The 
Central Selling Agency of the Can- 
adian Pools felt at the time that 
the article was not worth much at- 
tention. Recently, however, it has 
appeared as a paid advertisement 
in the form of a news item in prac- 
tically all of the Western Canad- 
ian weekly newspapers.
